Order an Alarm | 
to be fired, and let every Body be ready to act.“ The Honorable 
Kenneth Francis Mackenzie, as Senior Member of His Mezjeſty's 
Council in the Iſland, had a Board immediately called, and preſided N 
thereat. It was determined to fend immediate Diſpatches to Sir John 1 
Vaughan and Admiral Caldwell by two faſt ſailing Boats, and allo rg 
xddrets a Letter to all Captains of His Majeſty's Ships, that theſe Ad. 
vice Boats might fall in with, which was accordingly done with all 
poſſible Expedition. The Board alſo determined upon addreſſing a 
Letter to Don Chacon, the Governor of Trinidad; and Joſeph Beets

the Governor and his Companions got a-{hore, than they were taken 
P: ifoncrs by an armed Pandi:'t, and conducted to the Camp at Belvi- 
dere, the Governor on Horſchack, Mr. Campbell on a Mule, and 
the other Gentlemen a-foot. - The Captain of the Sloop, however, el- 
caped ; for, ſaying oa Board, and ſeeing the too certain Fate of the 
(Governor and the other Gentlemen, he kept cn in Spite af the Fire 
rem the Land, and, by his ſkilful Manceuvres, brought the Veffel 
daiz iuto Saint George's, where he gave the firſt Information that was 
received, which could be depended on, of the Governoꝛ's unfortu- 
nate ſituation, In Conſequence of this Information, The Honorable 
Kenneth Frarcis Mackenzie, as Senior Member of His Majeſty”s 
Council for this Iſland, took upon him the Supreme Command, and 
gave every neceſſary Direction, which could be deviſed, for putting 
the Town, and Ifland in general, into the beſt Peſture of Defence. 
The ſame day (3d of March) a Council was called; and by che Ad- 
vice of the Board, a Proclamation was ified, oftcring Pardon to all 
the inſurgents who came in, except thoſe, who had committed Mur- 
der, —and a Reward of twenty Joes per Head for all that ſhould be 
b.o ght ig, either dead, or alive, who did not avail themſcltes of the 
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Pardon offered. Between ten and eleven o'Clek the next Day, while 
the Council was fitting, a Mulatto Fellow named Charles Nogues (who 
was formerly a Taylor here, and afterwards rented a little Cotton 
Land at Levera) and another Mulatto Man named Joachim Philip, 
(who was lately a Cotton Planter in Carriacou,) had the Afﬀirance to 
come in withra Flag of Truce, and Paper-writing, of which, by Per- 
miſſion of His Honor che Preſident, I ſhall here give my Readers 2

Charles Nogues alſo produced a Paper purporting to be a Commiſ- 
ſion as Captain in the Republican Service, which he ſaid had been 


given him ty Victo Hugues, Goyrand, and Le Bas, calling thema 


ſelves Commilioners delegated by the National Convention of France, 


to act iu the Windward French Ililands. He, and one Jean Pierre La 
Valette (a Mulatto Tay lor of Sauteur, who is laid to have left the Iſland 


avout three wecks before), with two others, are reported to have pri- 
vately landed at Gouyave two or three Days betore the Plot broke out. 
When Charles Nogues atrived, he is laid to have brought with him 
ſome Stands of Arms, Barrels of Powder, Ked Caps, and other Repub- 
han Trumpery, He, and Jean Fedon, a Brother of Julien's, are fe- 
ported to have hended the Party at Grenville; and, accompanied by 
ſome other Mulattoes from Bclvidere, to have had a Mecting with 
thole of Grenville in Simon's Paſture the Night of the 24 of March. |

more with Bayonets fixed on long Poles. Captain Gurdon, on hearing 
a Firing, immediately ordered all the Men, wWwlio were in Quarters, 
under Arms. Captain Park was at that Time going the Ronnds, 


Upon the Alarm being given, he haſtened with the greateſt poſiible 


Expedition to aſſiſt Captain Gurdon in forming the Men ; and, when 
he came up, ſound Captain Gurdon, and Captain Poſtleth waite of the 
Grenadier Company of the Saint George's Regiment of M:lita, mak- 
ing eveiy Exertion to collect the Men from their different Quarters, 
and tom them, With the united Exertions of thele three Officers, 
the principal Part of pur Force, that had been in their Quarters, were 
toon marched off to the Support of the Piquet, which had been at- 
tacked. There having been a great Quantity of Rum, and other Li- 
quor, in the Town of Gouyave, when our Iroops matched in, the 
Soldiers, who had got extremely wet in landing, could not eſiſt the 
Temptation of indulging themſelves a little too freely with it; and, in 
Conſequence of that In dulgence, which Captain Gurdon fond not a 
little Difficulty in reſtraining, only about fx or eight and twenty Re- 


gulars were able to turn out when the Alam was given. Theſe Captain 
Gu don or.lered into the Ranks with the Militia; and then he, Captain 
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Park, and Captain Poſtlechwaite, ſupported by Captain Snagg with 
the 1ſt Battalion Company of the Saint George's Regiment, and 
Licutenant Coxall with the Colored Company, marched off as 
expediuuſly as they could, to give the Enemy Battle, On coming 
up to the Works below the Dweliing-Houſe on Gouyave Eſtate, they 
were attacked in Front by about fifty Men from the Plantain-Walk 


and Negro-Houtles, and in Flavk by twenty five or thirty, covered by 
a Mill, and fifty Pike-Men, Captain Gurdon then ordered his Men to 
halt and face to the Right and Left, after which they fired eight 
Rounds at the Inlu:gents ; and, during this Action, Serjeant Ruſſel, 


ftanding cloſe to Captain Poſtlethwaite, received a Shot in his Arm 
the Moment after he had bayonetted a Mulatto Fellow, who ran at 
Captain Polilethwaite with a Pike. The Inſurgents now gave Way; 
and Captain Park. with Part of the Light Company and a few Regu- 
lars, by a ſhort Cut, and quick March, haſtened after them to the Sup- 
po't of the Piquet, where, when Captains Gurdon and Poſtlethwaite 
came up by a different Route, they tound him defending the Poſt, 
wich all the Spirit, which a gallant Son of Mars, with a Parcel of 
brave Fellows under him, could exhibit. After a very lively Fire 
kept up by our then united Force for the Space of about three Quar- 
ters ot an Hour, the Iaſurgents retreated in great Contuſion, and were 
puilued as far as Circumſtances would permit. They had, as it has 
ſiace appeared, twenty killed and wounded, ſome of the latter of 
whom aitcrwards died of their Wounds. We loſt three Regulars, and 
bad two of our Militia badly wounded, one of whom, Mr. Barry, a 


very fine young Man, las fince died of his Wounds. . The Re- 


gulars merit great Commendation for their Courage and Conduct; 
and too much Praiſe cannot be beſtowed on the Militia in general, 
but more particularly the Light Infantry and Grenadiers, who, tho 
rot bred tq the Proſeſũon of Arms, ſeemed to feel a military. Ardor,

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and diſplay a determined Bravery, which would have done Honor to 
two Companies of Veteran Regulars, I had like to have forgotten to 
make honorable: Mention of a young Gentleman, Mr. Carey, a Non- 
commiſſioned Officer of the Light Infantry, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
greatly on this Occaſion. His Honor the Preſident was fo pleaſed with 
the Repreſentation made to him by Capta'n Park of Mr. Carey's Ex- 
ertions, That in Order to encourage the Growth of fo promiſing a 
Shoot of Military Genious and Spirit, he promoted him at once to a 
Lieutenancy. 


The Preſident and Council being perſuaded, as every thinking 
Man, whether by Profeſſion a Soldier or not, in the Community was, 
That there ſhould be no Delay in making an Attack on the Inſurgents 
at their Camp, — That this Attack ſhould be made with as confidera- 
ble a Force as could be ſpared for ſo very important a Service, —and, 
That the moſt likely Means to inſure the Succeſs of ſuch an Attack 
would be by making it from two different Quarters, or in two dit 
fernet Dire ions at the ſame Time, were unanimouſly of Opinion, That 
an Order ſhould be ſent to the Saint Andrew's and Saint Patrick's Regi- 
ment of Militia (who were by that Time got together at Grenville) to 
advance from thence to Belvidere, for the Purpole of co-operating with 
the Force, that went from Saint George's.

Saint George's, to inveſt the Rebel-Camp, wouid be by laying authen- 
tic Copics of their reſpective Letters before the Public, in Order that 
FaQs might ſpeak for themſelves, I have accordirgly done fo. I ſhall, 
therefore, now only ſtate, That in Conſequence of the Preſident's lat 
Letter to the Commanding Officers of the Saint Andrew's and St. Pa- 
trick's Regiments of Militia, they did march from Grenville, but. 
took the Route of the Sea-coalt by Sauteur, and got into Gouyave on 
the 7th in the Evening. By taking this Route the then Military as 
well as Civil Commander in Chief's poſitive Order was certainly diſ- 
oheyed; an extremely well concerted Plan of attacking the Camp of 
the jnſurgents from two different Quarters, or in two different Direc- 
tions, at nea ly the ſame Time, that their Attention might be diſteact- 
ed, was rendered abortive; and, had Captain Gurdeu been able to

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| Fake the Attack on the Camp, at the Time it was intended he ſhould, 


the Conſequences might poſſibly have been fatal for Want of that Cos 
operation, which Colonel Horsford and Major Stewart were ordered 
to contribute with their Forces on the oppoſite Side of the Camp. 
The Diſobedience, therefore, of what the Preſident conceived to he 
ſo momentous an Order muſt, till he knew That Captain Gurilon had 
not attempted the Attack on the other Side, have no Doubt created 
ine xpreſſible Uneaſinels, as well as extreme Indignation in his Mind, 
which naturally gave Birth to that Severity of Cenſure, that appears in 
his laſt Letter. But, as Captain Gurdon did not attempt to execute 
his Part of the Plan, it perhaps was a fortunate Circumſtance, That 
Colonel Horsford and Major Stewart ated as they did; for, tho" I en- 
tertain no Doubt thev would have led on their Troops with great Ants 
mation, {o {mall a Body of Men, as they had, withour the Co- opera- 
tion of Captain Gurdon on the other Side of the Mountain, could hard- 
ly have made much Impreſſion on the whole Force of the Enemy, 
winch they would in that Caſe have had to engage, and we might 
have loſt the Flower of both Regiments. Were I to purſue the regu- 
lai Order of a Journal, I ſhould here make a Tranſition to a very im- 
portant Occurrence on the 6th. But, before introduce any other Event, 
I wiſh to finiſh what relates to the Expedition againſt the Enemy's 
Camp. In the Night of the 5th Captain Rogers in His Majeſty's Ship 
Quebec ariived. He came a ſhore about Two o'Clock in the Morn- 
Ing of the 6th, when the Prefident and Council were fitting as a Coun- 
ci] of War. With all the Gallantry of a Britiſh Naval Officer, he im- 
mediately declared his Readineſs to at in every Way, that could be 
Pointed out, he might be ſerviceable,—and accordingly went up ta 
Gouyave the next Morning in the Quebec for the Purpoſe of landing 
his Marines, and all the Seamen he could ſpare from the neceſſary 
Defence of his Ship, to co-operate with Captain Gurdon in a general 
Attack on the Cam p of the Inſurgents. Upon his Arrival at Gouyaye, 
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the Attack was Bred for Saturday the th; bus both Soldiers and 
Seamen had indulged themſelves ſo freely with the good Cheer they 
found iv the Town, Thar it was judged adviſable to poſtpone the Ope- 
rations for a Day ; and they were marched up to a neighbouring Plan. 
tation, Revolution- Hall, where they might not have the ſame Tempta- 
tions, and the ſame Means, or the ſame Opportunities, to indulge 
chemſelves, and be nearer the intended Scene of Action. At Length, 
on Sunday the 8th, Captain Gurdon put his collected Force into Ma- 
tion, and ſet out on his Lire of March for the Rebel- Camp, in Order 
to attack it; but, on a near Approach, he was of Opinion, it ſeems, 
That he ſhould not be able to carry the Place, the ſmall Force (com- 
paratively Ipeaking), which he had brought from Reyolution-Hall, 
being hkely to be overpowered by far ſuperior Numbers, who had >l'9 
a Couple of Six-pounders, with which they might gall our brave little 
Body of Men, as they aſcended the Mountain. Seevig the Situation 
ef Things, Captain Gurdon at once dropt all Idea of making the po- 
jectecdl Attack, and retreated, The Inſurgents had the Audacity to de- 
ſ-end from their Heights, and make a She of harraſſing our Rear, bur- 
at the ſame Time took Care to keep at a ſufficient Diſtance, not to pio- 
vokea Fire from our Forces, among whom, or the Militia at lealt, upon 
their Return to Gouyave, I am ſorry to ſay, a very great Spirit of Diſ- 
cord prevailed, which all the firm and reſolute Exertions of Captain 
Park cou d hardly quell. In Conſequence of this diſcordant Spirit, it was 
thought adviſable by Captains Gurdon and Park to einbark both Milli- 
tia and Regulars for Saint George's, where-they arrived late at Night 
on the Sch of March. It now will be neceſſary for me to ca!l the At- 
tention of my Readers to a very important Occurrence on the 6th, 
which Talluded to in the Courſe of the foregoing Detail. Abaut Four 
o' lock in the Afternoon of that Day, Cadet de Suze, Son of Chevalier 
de Suze, a well known Character here, and one Alexandre, who had 
been a Clerk of Manſur Bourbcuſſon, a Planter at Petit Harve, came

poſſible, the Lives of ſo many innocent Perlons to be ſacrificed,

I conteſs I do not: lee how Sir John 
Vaughan could delegate ſuch an Authority as «Supreme Governor” of 
Grenada to General Lindlay., However, His Honor the Preſident, 
who has made ic his dtudy to prelery e Harmony i in the Iſland ever fince 
the Commencement of the Inſurre&ion, thought the Situation of 
Things too critical, to enter upon a Diſcuſſion or Definition of their 
reſpective Powers. In the Morning of the 13th, the Spaniſh; Commo- 
do e landed the Men he had brought from 1 rinidad, who were order- 
ed up to Fort George; and he hunlelf went on a Cruiſe to Windward. 
General Lindlay from the Moment of his Arrival gave ſtrong Proofs 
of policing a Mind full of Lite and Spirit.

This waz enough to engage the 
Attention of General Lindſay, and he at once appointed Mr. Power 
cne of his Aids de Camp.

The Brilliancy ot the Militia ſtruck 
the Regulars with Aſtoniſhment, and the Example ſet by both ſeemed 
to animate cach other. They appeared to vie which ſhould contribute 
moſt to the Glories of the Day, and the Genera! led them on with a 
Gallintry, which ſurpaſſes all Praiſe. To fo high a Pitch were his ani- 
mal Spirits evidently worked up, That every Nerve in his Frame muſt 
have been a Conductor of vital Fire to his Heart. If any Faolt could 
poſſibly be found with him, it was that of being a little too lively; for 
ſuch Eagerneſs and Ardency did he feel in the Ad ion, That he could 
not help fnatching up the Muſket of a Private that wis {hot near him, 
and uſing it himſelf. It would have been a great Gratification to His Ho- 
nor the Prefident to have received ſome Detail from General Lindlay of 
ſo ſplen id a Piece of Military Buſineſs : but he ſeemed to have been 
more fond of fighting, than cf writing; and, tho' not quite ſo laconick 
as Cziar uſed to be, was equally modeſt in his Letter to the Preſident 
on the Occaſion.

His Honor the Prefident, be. ; 4 
ing, by the Death of General Lindſay, reinveſted with the ſupreme 9 
military Command, loſt no Time ia ſtating in a Letter to Sir John 
Vaughan the then Situation of the Iſland, and urged His Excellency 
to afford us the moſt early Aſſiſlance. The Pichden's Diſpatches 
were forwarded on the 24th by Major Bell, Brigade Major to Sir : 
John Vaughan, who had. come from Martinique, a little Time be— = 
fore, The Rebels or Infurgents had increaled very conſiderably q 1 
in Number, and were ruining not only moſt of the Eſtates on 
the welern Side of the Iiland, by Fire and Devaſtation, but extend- 
ing their Ravages on the eaſtern. Almoſt every Night one Eſtate or 
ether to the Northweſt, Weſt, or Southweſt, was in Flames; and almoſt 
every Day we received Accounts of ſimilar Deſtruction to the North- 
eat, Eaſt, and Southeaſt. To relate when each particular Eſtate was 
laid waſle is needleſs. All, who are reſident in the Iſland, muſt know; 
every abſent Proprietor will no Doubt be made acquainted by his a&-- 
ing Repreſentative with the Fate of his Property; and to ſuch, as do 
me the Honor of reading this Pamphlet, and have no Concern in the 
landed Intereſt of the Ifland, a minute Detail would be tireſome. 
Whenever the Blaze of a Fire was ſeen from Saint George's, eicher 
Colonel Keith's light Caval:y under the Command of Major Ker or 
Captain M*Burnie, a Detachment of Colonel Garraway's Infantry, or 
the Preſident's Aids de Camp, Judge Advocate, and a-Party of Gen- 
temen, would go out to attack the Incendiaries: but the Villains al- 
way s fled from an armed Force, and never ſtood, either to give, er 
receive a Volley; there generally being only one here and there, who 
would fire from a Buſh, or out of a Care: piece, and then iun- away, o. 
that we found theſe Excurſions an{wered no End, and therefore dropt. 
them, A large Party twiee made a very con{derable Circuit by Day, 
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the ſiſt Time on the ſoutheaſt Side of the Ifland, and the ſecond on 
the northweit, riding each Time from five and twenty to thirty Miles, | 
Bur, tho? we ſaw great Numbers on the Heights around us, ſome of 
them armed, and others not, they aid not dare deſcend to attack us, 
and we found it impracticabie to get at them. ln the fecond of theſe 
Circuits indeed we had almoſt ſurpriſed a Covey of them in one of 
their Haunts on the Grand Etang Road; for, having ſet out from 
Saint George's between Three and Four, we got to Madame Ache's, 
which was the Place they were at, juſt after Day; and, had it not 
been for the Activity, as well as Vigilance, of two of their Seatrics, 
who deſcrying us trom a Height above to the Right, fiſt challenged 
with great Vivacity, and then with equal Alertneſs puſhed off to give 
the Alam, we muſt have taken ſome of them at leaſt, for we found 
their B:Cs warm. A few indeed could hardly make their Elcape, for 
they were wichin half Gun-ſhet; but, from many ot our Pieces not ga- 
ing off, (as it was a rainy Morning), and thoſe, that did go off, not 
hitting, they ſoon eluded our Attack by running into the Woods, 
where we could rot piuſue them. One Gentleman indeed, Mr. Charles 
Giant, (who was in Fort Nlatilda ail the Time that intrepid old War.

A Number of 
armed Men, among whom were Joachim Phuip and one tienne Ven- 
tour, bur{t into his Yard, Thoſe two ſaid they were Captains, and 
that he muſt deliver his Arms to five Men, who were ſent up into his 
Room, and got from him a Gun, a Sword, and a Pair of Piſtols.

gre it many Priſoners, Philip and Ventour ordered a Detachment to 
conduct them directly to the Camp. The Pritonzrs expreiled a Wiſh 
to be permitted to ride, but were refuſed, and obliged to walk. When 
they got (0 Belvidere, they were confined in a Coffee-Store, the Door 
of which was guarded by Negroes with Muſkeis and Cutlaſſes. Not 
long after Day the Party, who had been at La-Bay or Grenville Town, 
arrived. La Valette, who is one of thoſe, who got Commiſſions from 
Guadaloupe, aſked why any Prifoners had been made at Gouyave, 
and why they hail! not been all killed, He told Mr. Luſſan That he 
would have him put to Death with the other Priſoners, becauſe he 
was an Ariltocrat, an! boaſted of having ſhot L' Abbe Patlonier 
in retu ning from La Bay. He, however, ſhortly after, took Mr. 
]J.ufan out of Confincment, but charged him to have no Communi- 
eation with the Pritoners. Neg: oes were hourly arriving with Plun- 
der, and about Ten o'clock the Capture of Governor Home, 
Ar. Campbell, Mr. Farquhar, and ſeveral others, was announced.

You muſt make 
them deliver up the Forts.” Mr. Home replied ““ I am a Priſoner, 
and have no longer any Power in the Colony. I am reſigned to my 
Fate, whatever you may make it.“ Fedon then told him, That he 
mult write by a Flag of Truce, to have the Forts given up. The 
Flag, that has been mentioned, was ſeat. When Charles Nogues and 
Joachim Philip returned with the Anſwer of the Preſident and Coun- 
cil, they ſaid they had been well received, and explained the Anſwer, 
which Fedon called a very imperunent one. He ſaid he muſt try o- 
ther Means. Strong Detachments to plunder the different Parts of 
the. Iſland, and ſhoot all the Whites they found, were ſent out. People 


of Colour, from all Quarters, were conſtantly arriving with Plunder. 


When Fcdon heard "That fome Veſlels were coming up to Gouyave 
wich "Troops, he made Preparations to go and atiack them. He ſet 
out on Thurſday Morning at Four, and returned to the Camp about 
Ten o'Clock. He acknowledged he had:had four Men killed, and 
cight wounded, one of whom afterwards died of his Wounds. The 
Day after Mr. Luſſan arrived in the Camp, he was appointed to at- 
tend the Proviſion Store, and kept ſerving there from Six inthe Morn« 
ing till Nine at Night, Two Pieces of Cannon, which had been at 
Gouyave, and two Swivels, one of them at Grand Pauvre, and the o- 
ther at Grand Roy, were brought from the lower Poſt to the upper. 
Three or Four hundred Negroes were ordered out every Day to bring 
in Provifions and Cattle. At firſt they conſumed fix Cattle a Day, and 
afterwards from eight to ten. Mr. Ludlan- was commanded to keep 
all the ſalt Meat and Fiſh in Caſe of a Siege, and to give out a Bunch 
of Plantains for every ten Perſons; but, Proviſions afterwards becom- 
ing icarce, he could only give out a Bunch for every twenty. When

Here is the Head of a Soldier, whom we have killed; and he imme- 
diately carried it to Fedon. A Negro, belonging to Mr. Aſhwell, 
came into the Store, where Mr. Luflan was, to aſk for ſome Rum, and 
fhewed him the Muſket of the Soldier, that had bcen killed. It was 
ſull of Blood. and the Fellow ſaid he could now kill five Engliſh, and 
T here was great Confuſion in the Camp; dome 


for waiting their Arrival on the Hill. The Opinion of the latter pre- 
vailed ; and they kept a ſtronger Guard than ever that Night, from the 
Fear of an Attack, Mr, Luſſan ſays That, when he left the Camp, 
they had two hundred Head of Caitle and eighty Sheep; but, exclu- 


| fively of theſe, there was a Number diſperſed about in the Woods near 
the Camp; That they had two Blackſmiths among them, and, by fix. 


ing a Forge, they were enabſed to form the Bills of the Negroes into 
Pikes, which they gave them to ſaſten on long Sticks. The W ay Mr. 
Luflan came to make his ſcape was this. Their Commiſſary of War, 
a Son of Chevalier De Suze, applied to him for Money to aſſiſt the 
Republican Cauſe. Mr. Luflau told him he was ruined, and had 
Nothing leſt. De Suze replicd, he might give him à Letter of Credit 
upon his Friends at Trinidad, to purchale Arms and Ammunition; 
Ivir. Luflan ſaid, That the only Friend he had at Trinidad, Monfieur 
Placet, was dead; but That, it he could be permitted to go himſelf to 
Fittidad, as he was in Trade, and People chere had Confidence in him, 
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he would procure on his own Account every Thing they wanted. 
This Device was ſuccesful; for the very next Morning he received a 
Letter in the Hand-writing of Eticane i.e Riche, who acted as Secre- 
tacy in the Camp, deſiring him to come up to Head Quarters, in Or- 
der chat he might go on the Expedion propoſed. He accordingly 
went to Fedon, who {aid he muſt accompany Alexandre, to procure 
what they wanted at Trinidad, agreeably to a Note, which was given 
him. Ihe Articles put down were 4 or 5000 ibs. of Powder, and as 


many Cutlaſſes, Muſkets, and ſpare Flints, of which there was a great 
Scarcity. Alexandre was allo inſtructed to bring as many Americans 
as they might find loaded with Proviſions. 


Fedun made Mr. Luſſan 
indorſe two Bills of Exchange, one drawn by Clozier Darceuil tor 
C. 750 Sterling, and the other by Clozier Saint Marie for FL. 300 Ster- 
ling, which laſt Saint Marie was compelled to diaw againſt his Incli- 
nation. Several made what they called patriotic Gifts. Pere Paical 
gave 40 Joes without being aſked, which accaſioned great Applauſes. 
Alexantre hal Crders to expedite Mr. Luftan directly with the Muſ- 
kets to Grenville Bay, and to engage as many Perions as he could, to 
Come over and join them. Alexandre carried a Number of Letters for 
different Perſons of Colour to alſiſt kim, particularly one for Michel 
Beleran, Brother-1n Law of Fedon, who was to appear as che Purcha- 
ter of the Muſkets, After having executed his Commiſſion at Trini- 
dad, Alexandre was not to leturn immediately to Grenada, but to 


freight a neutral Velcl to carry him to nadeloupe with a Letter from 


eon for Victor Hugues, requeſting him to tend Commiſſaries wich 
Arm, Ammunition, and Mortars, tw befieze Richmond Hill. He 
boalcd in that Letter of having had {:veral Battles with the Englith, 
11 all of which he had the Aﬀlurance to ſay he had been vitorious. 


Mr. Luſſin gays, That he and Alexandre were fent off on Horſeback 


to Grenville Pay, accompanied by Breuil, a Mtiil-carpenter, and That 
he and Alexandre embarked from theace for Trinidad in a liwvte Filly e 
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ing- boat, which had four Mariners, two Whites of the Names of 
Portaille and Nicolas, a Saint Vincent Mwlaito, whoſe Name he does 
not know, and a Free Negro Man named Hypolite Role. They filed 
the 18th of March about Noon, and arrived at the Carenage in Ti ini- 
dad the 19th in the Afternoon. Alexandre fe: off directly for Michel 
Felrand's Houle in the Country, to furniſh him with Money for the 
Purchaſe of the Articles wanted, intruſting the Box, in which the Re- 
mainder, of the Money he had brought, was, to one Elie a Free Ne- 
greſs. Mr. Luflan took the Oppottumty of Alexandre's Abſence to 
get away, and, carrying the Bills of Exchange with him, went to one 
Benoit Dert's, who lent him a Canoe at Midnight, to go to Port D 
Eſpagne. He arrived there at half after Five in the Morning, and. 
waited with Don Chacon's Corps de Garde till [His Excellency roſe, 
when he made a Depoſition in Writing of every Circumſtance he re- 
membered, and requeſted Don Chacon to {end him to Grenada, Thar 
he might make known what he had related to hum. This Don Cha- 
eon in the readieſt and kindeſt Manner imaginable promiſed to do, 
and concealed him in a Chamber in the Government- Houſe till Eight 
at Night, when Mr. Black conducted bim to the Wharf, and put lim 


en Board a Boat for Grenada, — Mr. Luflan having firſt given Don 
Ehacon a Deſcription of Alexandre, 


I believe I have extracted the Subſtance of the Narrative, which 
Monſieur Luſſan firit gave upon his i xamination in this Iſland : 
but he aſcerwariis recollected tome Particulars, which ! think ought 
not to be paſſed over by me, as they are a freſh Proof of the ferocious: * 
Diſpoſition ot that ſanguinary Monſter Fedon and his Myrmidons, 
and alſo give us the beſt Information we have been able to procure of 
their Streng h or Force, at leaſt of what it was when Mr. Luſſan got 
away from their Camp. On the 4th of March the two Sons ot F.uf.

dozen Women and Children on different Eftaces. Two of his Company, 
not lo ferocious as himſelf, pretumed to ſay Something to him on the 
Perpetration of ſuch multiplied Acts of horrid Barbarity, upon which 
Rogon ordered his Second in Command to ſhoot them. One of the 
two eicaped, and the other had only his Horſe killed under him. For 
no other Offence than the not having been able to glut the Revenge of 
his brutal Commanding Officer, he was immediately ſhor himſelf. 
Fedon, on hearing of all cheſe Murders, altected to be touched at their 
Atrocity, and ordered a Detachment out to bring in the Tyger When 
Rogon was conducted to the Camp, Fedoa, like Satan reproving Sin, 
immediately began repremanding him for his Commiſſion of ſo many 
hocking Barbarities, and with very little Ceremony had hin ſhot. 
With Relpect to the Strength or Force of thele Devils, Mr. Luflan 
Rates, har it was divided into ſeven Companies, amounting in the 
Whole to 610 Men, but That not all even of thele were armed with 
Muſkets ; That, beſides thoſe Regular Companies, there wee. others, 
who went out to plunder ; That he believes they had been joined by 
about 6000 Negroes, but few of whom (comparatively ſpeaking) had 
any Arms at all, ſome of thoſe few having Cutlaſles, and moſt on- 
ly Pikes manafactured from Bills; That the aggregate Number in the 
Samp (including W hites, Women, and Children) was 7200, having 
one Day given out that Number of Rations; and That, befides ſmall 
Arms, they had two Six-pounders and two Swivels, as J have already 
mentioned. 
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On the 26th at Night a Spaniſh Schooner, called Felicite, was ſent 
in by Captain Watkins of His Majeſty's Ship Reſource. She had on 
Board Alexandre, who was going from Trinidad to Guadaloupe. 
Captain Watkins had before this taken a Privateer called the Paſſe-par- 
tout, in which two free Perſons of Color had come from Guadaloupe 
with Diſparches from Victor Hugues for Fedon, and had unluckily 
handed before the Relo.nce fell in with the Privateer. I cannot here 
help paying a Tribute, en paſſant, to the Merits of Captaia Watkins; 
for I am well perfuaded the Colony is much indebted to his Services. 
He has on all Occaſions manifeſted the warmeit Zeal for 1's Welfare; 
and, owing in a great leaſure to his Vigilance, in cruiſing round the 
Hand for the lnterception of Supplies, that might be coming to the

Captain Gurdon, therefore, was obliged to think of ſome 
ether Place of Debarkation; and, it having been found impracticable 
to land at Teleſcope-Point, which forms the northern Extremiry of 
the Bay, the Flying Fiſh and Pegaſus were put about, and Levers 
was the neareſt Part of the Iſland they could fetch. Here too they 
found a high Sea running; and had not, moſt fortunately for our 
utle Armament, Captain Watkins in His Majeſty's Ship Reſource 
hove in Sight, they could not have diſembarked without very great 
Danger, on Account of the Smallneſs of the Boats beionging to the 
Flying-Fich and Pegaſus. But, as ſoon as the Reſource came up, 
Capiain Watkins, with his uſual Readineſs to forward the public Ser- 
vice, and that lively Attention, which he conſtantly pays to every Kindl 
of Duty, immediately had the Boats of His Majeſty's Ship put out, 
and, by the judicious Directions which he gave, effected the Landing 
ot the Troops in excellent Order, without the Loſs of a ſingle Man. 
When they had all got aſhore, they formed; and Captain Gurdon 
marched them to an Eſtate, called the Obſervatory, about five Miles 
from Grenville, where he found Captain M*Kenzie, with the Detach- 
ment of che Saint Patrick's Regiment, that marched from Gouyave 
along the Sea- coaſt, had taken Poſt two Days before. On Thurſday 
the 2nd of April Captain Gurdon proceeded to attack the Enemy upon 
Pilot- Hill. The Prefident received an Account of this Expedition 
the Day after, in a Letter from Captain Gurdon ; and, as that Letter 
is now lying before me, and ſeems to be pretty circumſtantial, I ſhall 
give my Readers a Relation of the Buſineſs in his own Words : 


* Obfervatory- Houſe, Fiiday, April 3d, 1795. 
Sir, 
I proceeded Yeſterday Morning to attack the Inſurgents on Pilot 
Fill, leaving only a ſufficient Force here to protect ſome ſick Men. 
When 1 advanced near La Bay, they firſt made a Stand with about one 


hinged

pundred Men at Paradiſe Negro-houſes, from which they were dif- 
lodged, but fill Kept up a Fire on Captain M*Caſkil's Company, 
(which I had ſent to ſcour to the Right) and wounded two of my 
Men, but not dangerous. On my advancing with the main Body a- 
Jong the Road, they fired a Cannon at us, which, by the Ball which 
we got, appears to be a Nine-pounder, and mortally wounded one of 
my Grenadiers ſo bad, that he died before he could reach this Place. 
I then got my Men under Cover of a Hill, when they fired a ſecond 
Ball, but it fell a little ſhort of us. I then went with Major Stewart to 
fee their Poſition and Force from a Hill called Teleſcope-houſe, when, 
to our great Surpriſe, they manifeſtly, by the Sheds on Pilot-Hill, had 
two Pieces of Cannon, and full two hundred Men, and all the adjoin- 
ing Heights covered with Men, principally armed with Muſkets. In 
ſhort, they appeared ſo ſtrong and ſo well prepared for us, That on my 
conſulting Colonel M Donald and other Gentlemen, they agreed That 
J muſt lole at leaſt one, if not two Thirds of my Men, before I could 
gain the Hill, and That my Force was ſo ſmall, that it would be im- 
poſtible to keep Poſſeſſion of it afterwards, They therefore, as well as 
myſelf, thought it more prudent and adviſable to return and keep Pol- 
{eflion of this Hill, until I ſhould inform you of their Strength and 


. Poſition. I conſequently ſent the wounded Men and Ammunition off 


immediately, and by remaining at Paradiſe Negro-Houles for about 


an Hour or more with the Troopers, after I had ſent the whole Body 


away, | efected a ſafe Retreat for the Whole; and was very bappy in 
being; able to bring here my Grenadier, who died abont half an Hour 
after he was ſhot, and the two wounded Men of the Militia, who, I am 
happy to add, are both likely to do well Their Names are Mr. Boyd 
of Sauteur, and Mr. Powel of Duntermlin. While I remained with 
the Troopers at Paradiſe Negro houſes, a Brig hove in Sight off La Bay, 
evidently intended for that Port, as ſhe hoilted a Signal for a Pilot, but 
was ſpoke by the Ship Flying Fiſh and Schooner Pegaſus, when the 
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went off co Leeward with them, in Conſequence, as I ſuppoſe, of net 
being able to weather Teleſcope Point; by which I am left here with- 
out aay Provifions or Bread, and there are ſcarce any Plantains to be 
found. I alſo have no Communication whatever by Sea, and am forced 
to ſend this by Land to Gouyave. I hope you will take all theſe Things 
into your Coxfideration, and favor me with your Orders as ſpeedily as 
poſſible, particularly as the Surgeon Mr. Dryſdale has juſt reported to 
me, That there are nine Men very ill with Fevers, two wounded Men, 
and a conſiderable Number with fore Legs. By a Woman, who has 
a Huſband in the Enemy's Camp, and was brought in here laſt Night, 
I find That, the Day before Yeſterday, they ſent a Reinforcement te 
La Bay from Belvidere Camp, and Yeſterday Morning early another 
ſtill larger, ſo that they evidently muſt, have had Information of the 
intended Attack.

I am no profeſſional Soldier, and therefore ſhall not preſume to of- 
fer an Opinion, or make any Animadverſion of my own, on this Retreat 
of Captain Gurdon. It certainly has been extremely cenſured : but as: 
Captain Gurdon not long after gave an incontrovertible Proof of the 
greateſt Intrepidity ; and as, before he retreated, he is ſaid to have con- 
ſulted Colonel u Donald and Major Stewart of the Saint Patrick's Re- 
ꝑiment of Militia, and Major Ruſh of the Saint David's Regiment, it 
cannot reaſonably be ſuppoſed, either That Gentlemen of their Character 
would have concurred in Opinion with Captain Gurdon, or That Cap- 
tain Gurdon would have entertained an Idea of retreating, had it not 
appeared in his and their Eyes an Act of Raſhnels to affiil Pilot Hill, 
crowded as it was with Rebels evidently prepared to receive them, and 


turrounded

furrounded as they were by Multitudes of armed Inſurgents on the 
Heights. In the Opinion, however, of a great many, the Attempt 
ought to have been made. It has been faid, That the Importance of 
the Poſt ſhould have made Captain Gurdon run all Riſks ; That there 
is not Ground enough on the Top of the Hill to contain.more than 
two hundred Men; That the Hill was at that Time aſſailable all 
ound, Nothing having been done to render it inacceſſible any where; 
That the two Pieces of Cannon which the Inſurgents had, could not have 
played in all Directions; That it appeared atterwards they were ex- 
tremely diſtreſſed for Ammunition ; That even a Repulle would have 
been better than a premature Retreat; That Nothing glorious can ever 
be atchie ved without a Spirit of Enterpriſe ; and That, with Reſpect to 
the Crowds of armed Inſurgents on the {mrounding Heights, if they had 
had Courage to deſcend, and face our little Army on plain Ground, 
as ſoon as their irregular Ardor had been damped by one firm 


Fire, they would moſt probably have turned their Backs, and have 


given our brave Troops no further Trouble than in purfuing them. 
Such are the Sentiments I have head expreſſed by tome, while 
others have approved the Caution of Captain Gurdon. After this 
Retreat Nothing worth relating occurred in this Quarter for ſome 
Days, and therefore I ſhall now paſs over to the other Side of 
the Iſland, where ſome Occurrences of Moment call my Atten- 
tion. On the of March Lieutenant Colonel Efte arrived at Saint 
George's from Martinique, to fupply the Place of Lieutenant Colonel 
Schaw, who was ordered there by Sir John Vaughan ; and on the 
24 of April arrived at Gouyave the London Fleet of Merchantmen 
under Convoy of His Majeſty's Ship Solebay, with Tranſports 
having the 25th and 29th Regiments on Board. The whole Force 
was landed at Gourave, and thir Circumſtance occafioned ſome little 
Degree of Surpriſe, as well as Ditappointment, to His Honor the 
Prcfient ; for he was very delirous That the Troops which Sir John

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Vaughan had ordered to this Iſland, ſhould be debarked in tte Di- 
viſions, one at Grenville Bay, another at Gouyave or Charlotte Town,

- th tlie Afternoon of the 6th Colonel Eſte, and Lieutenant M Na- 
mara, Captain Commandant of Marines belonging to His Majeſty's 
Ship Retource, went out with a Detachment of fifty Men, and two 
Field- Pieces. This Detachment conſitted partly of Regulars, and 
partly of Militia; Captam Thomas of the Saint George's Regiment 
having the Command of the latter. Captain M Namara was to take 
Poſt at Madame Ache's. and the main Body under Colonel Eſte was 
to proceed with the Field- pieces, to take Polt at Michel'ss The De- 
tachment got to Madame Ache's about Seven in the Evening, and a 
litle after Nine a Party of Iaſurgents came down from the Heights, 
and, concealing themſelves in the uſhes around the Place, fired on 
our People. Colonel Eſte immediately had the Men turned out, and 
foon diſperſed the lurkmg Inſurgents by a Fire both of Field- pieces 
and Mufketry. Whenever | can have Recourſe to Letters for the- 
Information of my Readeis, I (hall always prefer them or pertinent 
Extracts from them, to Details of my own. The following is an Ex- 
tract of aLetter from Captain M*Namara to His Honor the Pr eſident, 
which he received on the 8th, 


«© Poſt at Madame Ache's, April 
Sir, 

In Conlequence of your Orders, we proceeded with the Eſcort, for- 
tunately without any Accident or Interruption, and joined Major Mal-. 
bory about Seven. I need not tell you the Confuſion in a Poſt at ſack 
an Hour by the different Mixtnres of People. We could not examine 
eur Poſt that Night, and notwithilanding I was out very early the 
next Morning, the very heavy and conſtant Rain prevenied our doing 
any Thing; and, about Eight in the Morning, as I was repreſenting 
to Colonei Eſte the Neceſſity of occupying a Hill that commands this 
Poft, and telling him That it was my Intention to poſſeſs it as ſoon 
as * moved, we were called to Arms by a Party of the Enemy 
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firing at our People. You have, I believe, ſeen what paſſec at Three” 
„Clock. A Detachment of one hundred and twenty Men led bys 
Captain Pigot was ordered to fee to draw the Enemy down. I com- 
_manded the left, but took the Lead by Direction of Captain Pigot. 
Seeing That Colonel Eſte's Force could not move until the Enemy 
. were drove from this Height, a Part of the Detachment of ninety Men 
under Captain Pigot were left at the Enemy's Back, and | joined Co- 
Jonel Eſte with the Remainder, in which I had two Men wounded. 
A Movement wis then made, and the Party under Captain Pigot made 
acquainted with it. It had the deſired Effect, and the Enemy made 
their Elcape. We have now Poſſeſſion of the Height; and, if a Com- 
munication is meant to be kept up between Michels Poſt and Saint 
George's, it muſt be fupported. The Enemy are in Numbers on the 
Jill; about. We had two killed and four wounded in this Buſineſs ; 
and it is very fortunate, that we had not a greater Loſs, conſidering 
the Unfairneſs of the Enemy, and the Contequence of the Object we 
had to gain. Some Negroes will accompany me to under-biuſh it, 
and I wiſh that a Tent could be ſent as ſoon as poſſible with a Rein- 
ſorcement, I ſuppoſe nearly equal to the firſt Detachment, as the Height 
cannot help this Poſt out of the Reach of their Muſkets more than by 
occupying it, and preventing the Enemy coming fo near. it is a bad 
Country, and the Cloathing no Ways calculated for it. You will have 
a Difficulty in reading this, our Conveniencies for writing being very 
pad. The Gentlemen of the Militia co-operate with Alacrity and. 
Emulation.

The Detachment in the Quarter of La Bay, under the Command of 
Major Wright, is now conſiderable ; and being, at their own Requiſi- 
tion, provided with Artillery, will, I hope, expeditiouſly perform their 
Part of the general Plan. Your Detachment, were it at Michel's, 
might annoy the Inſurgents on their Retreat from La Bay to Belvidere, 
and therefore your Poſition there is deſirable, if it can be effected.

Sir, 
About half an Hour before the Arrival of the Cavalry, my Guards 
had been relieved, and, in Obedience to your Orders, I cauſed all the 
Men off Duty to be immediately paraded, and formed a Party of ane. 
Captain, and two Subalterns, and about ninety Men, who I ſent out to 
cover the Negroes in deſtroying the Plantains in the Vale between this 
Poſt, and the Ridge occupied by the Enemy. 


I muſt obſerve, nearly the Whole of this Party were on Duty laſts 
Night, and for fome Hours lying on their Arms, as I had ſome Suſ- 
picion the Enemy medicated ſome Inſult under the Cover of the Dark- 
neſs of the Night; for they had two Chiefs, who came from the other 
Camp, to whom they did Homage, and made ſeveral Marks of pro- 
found Obedience. Movements were made in ſeveral ſtrange Directi- 
ons, as appeared by their Lights, and the Commanders Voices were 
diſtinctly heard. I was myſelf nearly three Hours at a Gun. I men- 
tion this, to point out to you the Neceſſity of Reſt for the Party, many 
of whom muſt be this Night on Picquet; add to which, on their Re- 
turn from the Duty they have this Day been on, they have no Victuals 
evoked, nor is any one Thing done at this Poſt towards our Security 
and Situation, tho? there ſtill remains ſo much to do, were it only to 
clear the Ground from its encumberd ſtate by the Trees already cut 
down. I have no leſs than ſeventeen ſick, beſides two Seamen. Six 
I ſend in with Mules, and it will be impoſſible to give any Fatigue 
Parties from the Detachments, if the Poſt is to be ſuſtained, as the 
only Time of Reſt for the Men ſhould be in the Day, that they may 
be equal to the Poſt at Night. 


As I cannot think the Poſt ſecure under one hundred Men on Duty, 


a hundred Men would ſtill be wanted here, if Fatigue-Parcies uw 
* on from hence.

I received laſt Night three Wall- pieces, and before Dark got one- 
.mounted. The Enemy, the Night before, having brought their Pro- 
Viſions intended for their grand Camp, to a Houſe in my Front, cover- 
ed by the Steepneſs of the Hill, I ordered Lieutenant Hamilton 58th 
with fifteen Men, under Cover of the Wall-Pieces &e to go and burn 
it, which he did, with every Thing that was in it, and returned before 
Dark; the Enemy, in running down the Hill, having diſcovered the 
Wall-Pieces, went back, The Axes are Carpenters Axes, no Ways 
proper to cut Down Iron-wood, and Mill- Timber of great Size. I 
therefore am ar a Stand, until I get a few good Axes, four Hoes hand- 
led and ground, and a Dozen Cutlaſſes, with two Dozen good Negroes 
to ſtay here a Week, at which Time, I think the Place will be very 
ſtrong. The Enemy fired a feu de joy laſt Night at eight o'Clock, 
The Sugar for the Party 1s not arrived, and not above a Pound of To- 
bacco. Any Things, which you may be good enough to intend for 
this Hill, you will be good enough to give Orders, That they may be 
marked for me. If I had the Negroes, I ſhould be able to cut ſome 
Plantains in my Neighbourhood tho” too late. I have now none to 
bring Water for the Party, except the Gentlemens' Servants. I am 
ſorry, that I was under the Neceſlity of ſending two private Marines to 
the lower Camp, to be tried tor Drunkennels, and Sleeping while on.

In Conlequence'of the foregoing Letter from Colonel Campbell, His

but really to have cauſed, or he cauſing taſt, no ſmall Degree of Con- 
Fernation and Aſtoniſhment in the White Inhabitants, It was high 
Ti 
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Time to take the moſt vigorous and moſt active Meaſures ſor ſtopping 
the Progreſs of ſo widely ſpreading an inteftine Revolt. A Variety of 
the beſt concerted Meaſures had been fruſtrated by Diſobedience af 
Orders. Two Regiments were juſt arrived, compoſed principally of 
a Parcel of fine looking young Men, who, from their florid Aſpe@ts, 
and every other external Appearance, were thought by all, who ſaw⸗ 
them, to be in the higheſt State of vigorous Health. With great Firm- ' 
neſs of Mind, the Preſident, if I know him, or have formed a right 
Judgment of him, poſſeſſes alſo great Activity of Diſpoſition. He is? 
conſtantly upon the alert himſelf, and expects or wiſhes every one elle 
to be upon the alert alſo. He is always for catching Time by the 
Forelock, for feizing every Opportunity, that offers, of entering on 
Buſineſs, either civil, or military. A glorious one then preſented it« 
telf, he conceived, of cruſhing the Rebellion, by taking or deſtroying 
the Heads of it, in a refolute Attack on the grand Camp of the Inſur. 
gents. Troops recently arrived in theſe: Climates from Europe, he 
alſo conceived, ſhould be inſtantly put in Action, and was of Opinion 
That Indolence or Repole would be as fatal to them as Intemperance. 
Well perſuaded himſelf of all theſe Points, the Preſident was 
impatient, I ſay, to have an Interview with Colonel Campbell, 
who, tho” a veteran Officer, might want, he apprehended, much co- 
tboial Information, and might not ſee the preſſing Neceſſity there was 
for immediate Vigor and Exertion.

It proved, unfortunately, to 
be a Shout of triumphant Exultation from the Brigands, upon ſeeing 
the Retreat of Colonel Hope's Column. The three Cheers, which our 
brave Fellows of Seamen gave, immediately pointed out the Spot, 
from whence it came, to the vigorous Attention of the Inſurgents. 
Fluſhed with Joy, and reanimated with Courage at the Sight of one of 
eur Columns retreating, they loſt no Time in repairing to the Spot, 
where they had only a Remnant as it were of our Force, to oppoſe or 
attack them; and ſorry am I to ſay That, in a very little Time, no leſs 
than fourteen out of the five or ſix and twenty fell by Grape from the 
Nine-pounder. The 25th appeared to be aſcending the Ridge ſo 
lowly, in ſuch ſmall Parties, and evidently ſo opprefled with Fatigue, 
That it would then have been an Act of the greateſt Temerity in Co- 
yonel Dixon, Captain Watkins, and Captain Blacket, either to have 
advanced, or even to have kept their Ground. Dire Neceſſity there- 
fore obliged them to fall back, and they retreated in the beſt Order 
they could. We loſt no Men, that I can learn, in the Retreat of either 
of the two Columns or Parties; for Colonel Campbell had made fo 
judicious a Diſpoſition of his Troops, which did not go on the Attack, 
That the Retreat, of thole who did, was effected with Honor, notwith- 
ſtanding the Rebels, upon finding a general Retreat had taken Place, 
deſcended from their Heights, and made an Attempt to haraſs our 
Rear. The Detachment, which came from Madame Chadeau's, or 
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Part of it, had been ordered to advance, with the Light Infantry of the 
29th, to ſupport Colonel Hope. But, after making ſome Progreſs in 
a very laborious March, they fell in with Major Macleane, who ac- 
quainted Major Park That he was retreating, and ordered the Detach- 
ment to retreat alſo. They accordingly did fo ; but, when they had 
traverſed a great Part of their miry Way back, Major Macleane, as it 
anxious and determined to make an Effort for ſtorming the Enemy's 
Camp a fecond Time, ordered the little Body of Men he had with him 
to counter- mai ch, under an Idea, moſt likely, That Colonel Hope 
might ſtill be above. No ſooner was the Word given, than every Man 
in the Party, both Officers and Privates, turned to the Right about, 
and ſeemed to ſtep forward with one Mind, or as if actuated at once 
by the ſame Impulſe. However, after a laborious Counter-march for 
a conſiderable Time and a conſiderable Way up the arduous Height, 
it appeared That Colonel Hope had deſeended by another Road. 
Finding therefore That the Colonel had not been able to effect his 
Purpole, and That, in Conſequence of their Diſappointment in not 
meeting with him, they ſhould have to depend on their own Strength 
or Force, which was too inconſiderable to reattempt a Storm of the 
Enemy's Camp, after an unſuccesful Effort, with a ſuperior Number, 
had been made, both Major Macleane and Major Park concurred in 
Sentiment with Reſpect to the Propriety of retreating alſo. They ac- 
cordingly did retreat; and | think I may ſay thus ended the Expedi- 
tion. I could have introduced a Number of other Particulars, and 
would have introduced them, (cho' I confeſs they appear to me to be 
ef little Importance), had I not been preſſed by a long continued In- 
diſpoſi ion of the Editor to come to a Concluſion. I cannot, however, 
think of taking my Leave of the Scene of Action, without humbly of- 
ſering a Reinark or two,—not my own, I confels, (for, as | have al-

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tion. The Neceſſity for there being as early an Attack as poſſible made 
on the Inſurgents cannot be doubted; and the Failure of the Expedi- 
tion projected was owing, in the Opinion of many, to two Cauſes, the 
late Hour, at which our Movements began, and the Want of neceflary 
previous Diſpoſition or Arrangement. The dragging that Six-pounder 
to the Eminence, where it was placed, took up a great Deal of Tune, 
and after all it proved inefticacious ; for, tho' well ſerved, inſomuch as 
to give three Fires for one of cither of the Enemy's Pieces of Cannon, 
the Shot from them often took Effect, while ours always fell ſhort of 
the Ridge, on which they were poſted. Colonel Campbell, it is ſaid, 
had had it in his own Contemplation to have an Attack made on the 
Enemy the Day before the Preſident paid a Viſit to our Camp; and, as 
that was the Cale, I wonder the Diſtance between the intended Poſition 


ot our Gun, and the Infurgents' Camp, had not been previouſly al- 


eertained by Means of a Theodolite, which J humbly conceive it might 
eafily have been, in Order to determine on the Propriety of having a 
Six pounder, or any Kind of Great Gun whatever, carried to the Emi- 
nence where our Field- piece was. I cannot alſo help concurring in Opi- 
nion with many, That, even if the Didance had been aſcertained, and 
Colonel Campbell had been ever ſo well convinced the Six-pounder 
would carry as far as the Ridge, on which the Rebels were poſted, if 
there appeared to be any Thing like a Doubt entertained of getting it 
in Time to the Height, where it was to be planted, our ſtorming Par, 
ties had better have done without it, than be delayed even half an 
Hour ia marching. I have always underſtood it to be an undiſputed 
Principle in the Science and Art of War, That, whenever a Place is to 
be ſtormed, the Aſlailants ſhould take Advantage of the Night, in get- 
ring as near the Object of Attack as poſſible before Morning, not only 
to prevent their being annoyed in their Approach, but alſo to give the 
Fnemy as little Time as poſſible to prepare tor their Reception. Now 


A believe it has never been denied, That our Forces did not make a 
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near Approach to the Enemy's Kidge till very long after the Dawn 
of Day; and, ſo unexpected was the Attack, That Captain Blacket, 
whole Veracity 1s as well known as his Courage, has informed me, 
Numbers were ſcen running out of their Huts in their Shirts as the gal- 
lant Captain Watkins, and his brave Body of Seamen, were intrepidly 
wading thro? the Mud to get to their grand Object of Deſtination, If 
then the Attack we made was ſo unexpected, into what a State of Con- 
toſion would their whole Camp have been obviouſly thrown, had we 
been able to ſtorm it before Day-light!! Even as it was, Captain 
Watkins, with Captain Blacket, and Captain Browell, the Agent of 
Tranſports, who, with the ſame Spirit of Gallantry which they exhibit- 
od, offered bis Services as a Volunteer, contrived to get up unperceiv- 
ed beyond the Nine-pounder ; and what a glorious Opportunity would 
one of the Columns have had of totally diſcomfiting the Rebel-Chief, 
and his whole Hoſt of Myrmidons, could they have effected the ſame 
Aſcent at a midnight Hour, or at any Time before it was Day!! Into 
what additional Confuſion and Diſmay too would the Miſcreants have 
been thrown, if one of the Columns, ora Parr of one, had made a falle 
Attack in one Place, while the Remainder of our Force had poured in 
near the Centre of their Camp ! Invefted as they would in ſuch a Cafe 
have been, with their Faculties hardly awakened from Sleep, they could 
not have diſcovered our Numbers or Strength, they could not have 
perceived where or how or when the fatal Blow would be given, they 
muſt neceſſarily have been Panic-ſtruck, or in a State of the wildeſt 
Diſtraction, and might very poſſibly have even contributed to the Ac- 
compliſhment of our bold Enterpriſe, by firing upon each other thro? 
Miſtake, in their Diſmay. and Confuſion. Thus might this motley 
Multitude or heterogencons Convention of Infernals have been eaſily 
routed or deſtroyed. But alas! fo noble an Enter priſe ꝛcas not ncom- 


NMiſhed; and the only Conſolation we bad for the Ditappeintment ot. 
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the Public Mind, at the Failure of the Expedition, was tle arderly, 
well conducted Retreat of our Troops, which Colonel Campbell di- 
iæcted, and attended the Support of, himſelf. The Enemy, I am a- 
fraid, from the Difficulty, which our Men found to load and fire, while 
they were aſcending the laborious Steep of the Mountain, loſt but 
few of their People, comparatively with the Number that dropt on our 
Side. A great many Non-commiſſioned Officers and Rank and File, 
particularly of the gth, as well as Seamen, were killed. But Enfigrs 
Baillie of the 29th was the only Commiſſioned Officer, I believe, be- 
ſides Captain Stopford, who fell. By the Fall of an Officer of fo enter. 
prifing a Spirit this unfortunate Iſland ſuſtained a ſevere Loſs. From 
the Relation which has been given me, he maſt have marched forward 
to face Danger with a moſt undaunted Mind. The fine Eye of Mr. 
Park, it is faid, ſeemed to mark him as an Example for his Imitation; 
and, when we conſider the puny Conſtitution, or apparently weak 
Habit of Body of Mr. Park, we muſt all be convinced That the Mind 
is the Man, That a great Soul is often to be found in a puny Body, 
and That a Man, without Senſibility, without Spirit or Animation, lev 
his Stature or Size be what it may, is Nothing more than a pondus 
inutile in the World, or no better than a corporeal Clod. I have re- 
ceived from one of the Friends of Mr. Park a pretty little Piece of 
poetic Eulogium on his Merits ; which, tho? ſtreightened as Iam, botli 
tor Time, and Room, I cannot forego the Gratification of inſerting 
here; not only becauſe I think it a neat Sketch of his mental Portrait, 
but becauſe, in my humble Opinion, the beſt Way to animate the 


living is to celebrate the dead. In that Cale, the latter may be ſajd+ 
fo do good even in the Grave.

three of his unfortunate Aſſociates, to be ſhot. The three, to whom he 
did not extend his ſanguinary Mandate, were Doctor Hay, the Re- 
verend Mr. Macmahon, and a Mr. Ker.

that Expedition General Nicolls ſent a very large Force indeed to 
Grenville Bay. , This Force was compoled partly of His Majeſty's 
Troops, and partly of Mila, the Flower of every Regiment, or. Corps 
in which; was ſelected for ſo important an Expedition. Colonel Ga- 
hagan's Volunteer Light Cavalry, and Major Farquharſon's Volunteer 
Black Infantry, were alſo joined with the other Forces. They altoge- 
ther formed a' moſt powerful Body of picked Men. The Enemp,
